Commission’s Decision To­ 
day to Save Traveling 
Public $1,500,000 
per Year

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Dec. 19.— 
The traveling public will save more 
than $1,500,000 annually as the re­ 
sult of an order issued by the inter­ 
state commerce 
commission today, 
reducing the charge for upper Pull­ 
man berths to 80 per cent of 
the 
charge made for lower berths. 
The commission also gave tenta­ 
tive approval to a new schedule of 
rates fixed by the Pullman company, 
reducing the cost of fowler berths to 
$2 for a twelve hour ride. 
The new schedule which is to be 
effective January 20, IS H , is based 
on the conclusions of the commission 
in what are known as 
the 
Loftus 
cases in w’hich it was beld that the 
rates for long distances on 
lower 
berths should be reduced and that 
all the upper berth rates should be 
cut. 
The reduction will 
affect 
every 
line over which Pullman cars .are 
operated in the United States except 
the New Haven, the Great Northern 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroads.

the United States is really all that 
anyone could desire. 
'I he London 
Daily News in particular is devot­ 
ing much space to the exposition o 
their views. 
“ Our people,” says a recent open- 
letter on the subject in the News 
columns, “ wrer© 
emancipated 
in a 
whirl of passion and then left nak­ 
ed to the mercies of their enraged 
and impoverished ex-masters. As our 
sole means of de fense we were gi'- 
en the ballot and we used it so as 
to secure the real fruits ot the war. 
No sooner, however, had we got rid 
of nearly two-thirds of our illiter­ 
acy and accumulated 
$600,000,000 
worth of property 
in a generation 
then this ballot was taken from us 
by force and fraud. 
/ ‘Along with this has gone a sys­ 
tematic attem pt to curtail the edu­ 
cation of the black man. In every 
walk of life we meet discrimination 
based solely on race and color. Worse 
than all this is 
the wilful 
miscar­ 
riage of justice. Not only have 3000 
black men been lynched in the last 
twenty-five years, 
but regularly ev­ 
ery day throughout the south, the 
m ac h in e ry of the courts is used to 
work public dislike and vengeance 
and to raise public funds.

FIRST CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CHURCH EVER RUILT
